TO:     MEMBERS  OF  LANSDOWNE  COLLEGE. 


Creating  a  successful  and  happy  college  involves  more  than  putting  up 
buildings.     It  requires  ideas  and  time  -  both  in  preparation  and  participation  - 
on  the  part  of  its  members.    A  college  will  grow  in  activity  and  spirit  as  its 
members  wish  it  to;  hopefully,  it  will  become  to  all  of  them  a  home  on  campus. 

You  know  the  names  of  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  Lansdowne  College  -  here 
are  a  few  details: 

The  Master:     Dr.  Bryan  N.S.  Gooch,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  English,  was  born 
in  Vancouver  and  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  from  U.B.C.,  and  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  London;  he  also  holds  an  A.R.C.T.   (Toronto)  and  an  L.T.C.L.  and 
F.T.C.L.   (London).     He  has  specialised  in  17th  and  18th  Century  English  literature 
and  has  been  working  on  the  comparison  of  poetry  and  music  in  England  between 
1660  and  1760.     He  is  engaged  as  well  in  research  on  the  Bulwer  family  in  the 
19th  Century.     Dr.  Gooch  is  also  known  as  a  pianist,  harpsichordist,  and  conductor, 
and  performs  frequently  in  concerts,  recitals,  and  broadcasts.     His  hobbies  include 
fishing,  hiking,  climbing,  tennis,  riding,  and  collecting  records,  books  and 
paintings . 
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Dr.  CD.  Doyle,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  English,  is  a  Poet.  His 
interests  include  small  publications,  printing,  music  (rock,  blues,  country,  classical), 
table  tennis,  hiking,  badminton,  -  conservation,  enjoying  visual  art  and  "collecting 
it  when  I  can  afford  to!" 

Dr.  Paul  Juncker  is  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Geography.     He  received 
his  degrees  in  Hydrology,  Ecology  and  Geography  from  the  University  of  California. 
His  academic  interests  are  Hydrology,  Biogeography ,  and  Education.     His  first  book, 
dealing  with  world  systems  theory,  will  be  published  this  spring  by  John  Wiley  &  Sons. 
Other  interests  include  the  guitar,  the  philosophy  of  religion  (agnosticism)  and 
writing  scenarios. 

Dr.  R.  Vance  Peavy  is  an  Associate  Professor  in  the  Faculty  of  Education. 
His  early  life  was  spent  on  Colorado,  Wyoming,  and  Utah  ranches.     He  attended  the 
University  of  Colorado,  Colorado  State  College,  University  of  Oregon,  and  Stanford 
University.     His  professional  work  includes  Speech  Therapy,  and  Counselling  psychology 
in  Mental  Health  Clinics,  treatment  centers,  and  Universities.     His  teaching  areas 
include  Introduction  to  Counselling,  Seminar  in  human  communication  and  seminar  in 
counselling  psychology.     His  specialities  are  1)  Group  work  -  group  counselling, 
group  therapy,  personal  development  groups,  group  dynamics,  learning  groups. 
2)  Interpersonal  communication.     His  hobbies  are  conversation,  playing  and  dancing. 

Dr.  Nelson  C.  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Department  of  English.     He  was 
born  in  New  York  City.     He  has  lived  in  Detroit,  Ohio,  New  Jersey,  and  Seattle.  He 
attended  Princeton  University,  Overlin  College,  and  the  University  of  Washington.  His 
teaching  areas  are  19th  Century  fiction,  English  and  American;  American  and  English 
surveys.     His  other  interests  are  movies,  popular  literature  (mysteries,  novels, 
science  fiction),  professional  sports,  penguins  and  whales. 

Dr.  J.B.  latum  is  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Physics.     He  received  his 
B.Sc.  in  Physics  in  Bristol,  1956,  his  Ph.D.  in  Astronomy  in  London,  1960.     He  is 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society.     He  first  came  to  Canada  in  1963  for  a 
brief  visit.     He  fell  in  love  with  the  country,  especially  Victoria,  at  first  sight, 
and  his  brief  visit  lasted  three  years.     He  became  homesick  for  the  U.K.  and  took 
what  is  known  as  the  "thousand  dollar  cure".      He  returned  to  Canada  to  join  the 
Physics  Department  at  the  University  of  Victoria  in  1969.     He  has  done  astronomical 
research  at  London  University,  Dominion  Astrophysical  Observatory  (Victoria)  and 
York  University  (Toronto),  and  taught  for  six  years  at  two  boys'  boarding  schools 
in  the  U.K.     His  interests  are  astronomy,  birds  (of  the  class  Aves) ,  chess,  Sherlock 
Holmes,  Antonio  Vivaldi,  cricket,  butterflies,  and  astronomy.
